Action Taken at a Banquet
Held Recently In St.
Louis.

At a largely atlended banquet of the
Virginln SBoclety at the Mercantile Cluhb,
In 8L, Louls, gn May 13th, the following
nddress was adopted as the sense of tho
meetlng!

“The Virginla Boclety of Bt. Iouly, be-
Ing in dally touch with the Loulslana
Purchass Exposition, reallzes what o su-
perb memorlal it will be to the suthor of
the Purchase, Thomas Jefferson, the -
lustrious son of Virginla, The membera
of tho soclely feel that It 1s singularly
appropriate that Virginla sghould bhe fit-
tingly represented at the exposiifon In 1904
With this in  view, we urge the Im-
portance of a Virginia bullding, which we
think should ‘be a reproduction of Montl-
cello. No Btate bullding on the grounds,
however magnlficent or costly, would at-
truct more widespread attention. Besides
belng & dignified and handsoms building
of attractive’ architecture, every visitor
to  the falr, from sentimental and his-
torle rensons, would be eager to sea the
home of Jefterson. Independent of sentl-
mental considerations, such a bullding
would prove of Inestimable value to the
ftate. It would be the place from which
thera cpuld be distributed to milllons of
the thriftiest people In Amerlea such lit-
erature as will call attentlon to the mate-
rinl advanlages Virginia I8 now offering.
It will also” be the headguarters for ad-
verilsing ' the. proposed Jamestown cele-
bration’” In’ 1807, thereby creating o strong
national sentlment In its_support. Some
part of Ite wall could be adorned | with
photographic’ views of the Unlversity of
Virginla, founded by Jefterson, and #o
denr o his heart. This ipstitution eould,
through this medium, have an unexcep-
tlonabla opportunity of making known Its
work Lo the world.: Tt would be n' great
meeting place of Virginians and thelr de-
soendnnts from every part of the country,
who would with justifable pride recount
the work of Virginla's sona in the expan-
glon of tha West. Innumerable’ rensans
could be given for the erectlon of such a
building.: The only thing in the way
meems: to ha of a financlal nature,  We
dare {nfornied thet no expenditora’ for a
building can he made out of the appro-
priation of #0000 by the Btate. What-
ever i3 done must be by private suhsorip-
tions. 'We understand that o temporary
ballding, cheaply eonstructed, but which
in appearance will bo a reproductlon nf
Montlcello, 'ean bo erected for hetweoen
410,000 and $12,000, A bullding of more per-
manent material, which, after use at St
Loula, could be taken apart and rebullt
on 1he grounds of the Jomestown Expo-
altlon, would cost, perhaps, from F16,000
to $20,000.  We would suggest that the Goy-
arnor. of Virginla, the commisaloners hav-
ing in charge the Virginla exhibite and the
Jumestown Exposilion Company perfect n

plan of organfzation whereby a fund could

ha rajsed by privite subscription to earry
